Bloody Clash 


SAIGON (UPI) — A govern­ 
ment infantry battalion backed 
by artillery battled Viet Cong 
commandos supported by mor­ 
tars in the bloodiest Mekong 
Delta clash since the two sides 
agreed last June 13 to work for 
peace, the high command said 
today. 
Both sides were attempting to 
secure the rice paddies and 
their vital grain crop along the 
north bank of the Mekong. 50 
miles southwest of Saigon 
In Cambodia, field reporters 
said rebel troops captured a 
hilltop overlooking Highway 1 
to the sea and seized seven 
m iles of the road itself to 
strengthen insurgent control of 
one of Phnom Penh’s vital sup­ 
ply routes.

R- 
III., doesn’t have “a 10 per cent 
chance’’ of winning the 1978 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation because “he’s too incon­ 
sistent.” 
Goldwater. a leading GOP 
conservative spokesman, told 
United Press International that 
conservatives still control the 
party and they will select its 
standard-bearer in 1978.

Chuck Percy a 10 per cent 
chance.”

G oldw ater said his doubts 
about Percy were “not because 
he’s too liberal” but because 
“he's too inconsistent.” 
He said 85 per cent of Repub­ 
lican party members “are con­ 
servatives so we don’t worry 
about the other 15 per cent.” 
Goldwater said his personal fa­ 
vorites for the nomination are 
Govs. Ronald Reagan of Cali­ 
fornia and Nelson Rockefeller 
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of New York, and former Trea­ 
sury Secretary John Connally. 
G oldw ater also said that 
President Nixon hasn’t “ ruled 
out” the possibility of going 
before the Senate Watergate 
committee to be publicly inter­ 
rogated 
On the party’s condition gen­ 
erally in the wake of Water­ 
gate, Goldwater said he was 
“ su rp rised ” to hear pollster 
George Gallup Sr. tell the GOP 
governors' conference in Mem­ 
phis Monday that the GOP had 
been “badly hurt ” 
‘‘It's been my observation 
traveling around the country 
that the party hasn't been 
hurt.” he said. ‘‘He's at odds 
with what I've found.” 
Goldwater said he thought 
Nixon had restored some of his 
credibility through his meetings 
with members of Congress and 
the now’s media “but he still 
has a long way to go. 
‘‘If he lets this go as a one 
shot effort, he's going to be 
back in trouble." Goldwater 
warned. 
“I'm not sure operation can­ 
dor’ will in itself do it." he 
added.

Fears Are Expressed 


On Health Research 


WASHINGTON <UPI - The 
government’s top doctor fears 
that heart disease and cancer 
research, 
both presidential 
health priorities, threaten to 
grab too big a share of the 
government s limited research 
dollars. 
"I don’t think they should be 
of such a high pnortty that they 
destroy any other program s.” 
said Dr Charles C Edwards, 
assistant secretary for health m 
the Department of Health. Edu­ 
cation and Welfare HEW'. 
Echoing fears voiced by re­ 
s e a r c h e r s m such areas as the 
common cold, mental health 
and venereal disease. Edwards 
told a N ational P ress Club 
luncheon y e s te rd a y : “ The 
greatest threat to the National 
Institutes of Health is if we let 
a program or two programs get 
clearly out of control, in terms 
of total budget, like cancer or 
the heart program " 
Research in both these areas 
is directed by NTH which has 
an annual biomedical research 
budget of about $1.5 billion The 
administration expects to spend 
$17x million on heart disease 
research during the current 
bookkeeping year and $500 mil­ 
lion on cancer research, the 
nation s two leading killers 
The President has every 
reason, and probably should 
decide that cancer and heart 


disease are going to be priority 
areas.” said Edwards, who co­ 
ordinates HEW's health activi­ 
ties. 
“ All I’m saying is that I don’t 
think they should be of such a 
high priority that they destroy 
any other programs. 
If you 
have only got so much money 
to spend m health, it’s obvious 
if you go too high, you are 
going to cut out other pro­ 
gram s.” 
Edwards’ office currently is 
preparing budget estimates for 
HEW’s health programs for the 
fiscal year that begins next 
July 1

The Marin County G rand 
Jury has done this county a 
service by its critical report on 
the Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict board. 
It has done a service because 
the report, if pondered soberly, 
should awaken a great many 
public officials and others — 
not just the members of the 
water board — to realization of 
their responsibilities. 


THE STRANGE approach by 
MMWD directors to their prime 
responsibility — that of seeing 
that an adequate water supply 
is furnished — troubled a lot of 
us. It put doubts in many minds 
about the feasibility and/or de­ 
sirability of the proposed Rus­ 
sian River pipeline project. It 
made a lot of us wonder wheth­ 
er the directors were just 
“ playing games.” 


The directors' actions are 
spelled out in the grand jury 
report. And it makes it plain 
that if not “ playing games,” a 


majority of the directors were 
doing something else equally 
damaging, using the water sup­ 
ply for political leverage. 
Said the grand jury report: 
“ When political convictions 
demonstrably interfere with the 
proper performance of county 
functions, it is the duty of the 
grand jury to intervene. In our 
opinion, this is the situation in 
the MMWD muddle.” 
We share that opinion. And 
we believe that the same criti­ 
cism may apply to some other 
public officials, not only to the 
three MMWD directors singled 
out in the report: Dr. Ronald 
Stafford, Jack R. Felson, and 
Dr. L. Martin Griffin. 


WE HEAR A LOT these days 
about the iniquitous influence 


on government of special inter­ 
ests. But nearly ail of it con­ 
cerns the special interests of 
great financial or industrial in­ 
stitutions. 
We do not believe the laws 
should be twisted for the spe­ 
cial benefit of International 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
nor of member companies of 
the American Petroleum Insti­ 
tute, nor of American Dairy 
Producers, Inc., nor of the 
AFL-CIO or the Teamsters Un­ 
ion. 
But it is no less iniquitous to 
twist the laws for the special 
benefit of those who practice a 
particular off-beat life style. 
And it is no less iniquitous to 
twist them to the detriment of 
homeowners, 
businessm en, 
builders, or any other group. 


WHAT WE ARE seeing in 
creasingly, both locally and na­ 
tionally, is use of political of­ 
fice to further personal ends or 
personal social theories. 


We are seeing persons elect­ 
ed or appointed to specific of­ 
fices using their positions to 
dictate to the public on matters 
outside the jurisdiction of those 
offices — and in consequence 
neglecting the jobs they were 
elected to perform. 


This is what happened in 
Marin 
Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict. Convinced that population 
growth in the county should be 
stopped, directors used their 
control of the water supply to 
gain that objective. They made 
a pretense of attempting to 
provide more water, to meet 
their legal responsibilities, but 
it was only a pretense. 


The grand jury has done a 
service by calling attention to 
this. Other public officials, take 
note’

And Remembering How It Was 


AYNE. Fla — Understand 
ably, all of us. not just the old Kennedy 
fan club members, stop and remember 
this week what we were doing when the 
news came about the assassination 10 
years ago.

Then Mac Kilduff announced that 
he was not, and we there 6,000 miles from 
Dallas knew it as soon as anybody else 
did 


Radio Moscow waited two and a half 
hours to tell the Russian people. Then it 
broadcast one somber paragraph, attrib­ 
uting the slaying to “ right-wing assas 


“I live with an energy crisis. 


sins ” From then till midnight, it played 
Bach, funeral music Then it repeated the 
paragraph and signed off 


Busy 
reporting these first hints of 
Russian reaction, I withheld my own 
until later, when my boy. who was nine, 
asked me in a brave and quavering voice 
as I tucked him in, “ Daddy, what's going 
to happen to the United States?’’ It all 
fell on me as I told him everything was 
going to be all right, and for days my 
throat was tight and sore 


IT WAS SO the next morning when 
Khrushchev came to the United States 
Embassy to sign the sympathy book He 
seemed, and 1 know he was genuinely 
sad and shaken 


It was so at the British Embassy, 
where you could see out from the memo 
rial service, across the Moskva River to 
the Great Kremlin Palace and Ivan the 
G reat's bell tower It was so when the 
same mourners, the foreign community, 
crowded into St. Louis, the French Catho­ 
lic cathedral downtown There. I rem em ­ 
ber Porzgren the German correspondent 
who made a career of Russia after 
learning the language as a war prisoner 
there. Porzgren. who had stuck his hand 
across the dinner table to me and said 
“congratulations” a year earlier, the 
night the Russian ships taking more 
missiles to Cuba had turned back toward 
home 


Outside the church were Russians 
wanting to join the service 
On the 
sidwalk were more of them, reading 
Pravda pasted to a wall, with its black- 
bordered box on Page 1 about the presi­ 
dent's death One of them turned to me 
and asked ‘ Vy Amerikanets?” “ Da,” I 
answered him. “ I am sorry,” he said in

THAT IS THE W AY they thought of us, 
Porzgren and the Russians and everyone 
who spoke to us in those days And that, 
of course, is the way we thought of 
ourselves 
here and there 
— not 
as 
Republicans or Democrats, liberals or 
conservatives. It hit us as Americans 
Nothing I remember has ever hit us quite 
as hard, not even Roosevelt's death 18 
years before, not even Lincoln's, I be­ 
lieve. because that was before instanta 
neous news transmission 
If ever we 
endured a national traum a, that day and 
the days after qualified as one Yet, we 
did endure it and, in fact, after it there 
were months of national unity, of purpose 
in politics and legislation, that remain 
unique in our modem peacetime history 


That is why it is appropriate especially 
to reflect on this week's anniversary 
It 
comes at a time when some Americans 
are saying we cannot dare go ahead to do 
what our Constitution and our national 
self respect demand that we do — saying 
the country could not stand it. But

1 am writing you about a picture of the 
PG&E Office in San Rafael that appeared 
in the Nov 9 edition of your paper The 
caption accompany ing the picture might 
lead your readers to believe that the 
lights in PG&E Offices are left on all 
night and that, in fact, we are not 
practicing what we preach 
quite the contrary is the case Approxi­ 
mately three months ago. our general 
office in San Francisco instructed all 
divisions of the company, including North 
Bay Division, to institute a load reduction 
program. As a result of reducing lighting 
levels, turning off architectural and deco­ 
rative lighting, and adjusting air condi­ 
tioning and heating levels in our 36 
offices and service centers, we were able 
to reduce our electrical usage approxi­ 
mately 131,000 kilowatt hours a month or 
15 per cent, in the North Bay Division

W ASHINGTON lUPI) — Pentagon sup­ 
porters in the House of Representatives 
have found a new tack for combatting 
efforts of those like Rep. Les Aspin, D- 
Wis 
who thought they had substantially 
pruned the defense weapons bill this 
year 
The strategy was simply to ignore an 
am endm ent sponsored bv Aspin and 
passed by the House to cut defense 
spending by about a billion dollars 


WHEN CONGRESSIONAL negotiators 
met last month to iron out differences in 
the weapons authorization bills the House 
and Senate had passed, they settled on a 
budget total of $21.3 billion That was 
higher than either had approved, al 
though negotiators normally compromise 
on a figure somewhere in the middle 
Aspin was furious He called the figure 
a “ a slap in the face ' to both houses. 
Aspin had thought he had found the 
solution for liberals who had tru'd unsuc­ 
cessfully for years to trim the defense 
budget. His strategy was to avoid attack­ 
ing a particular program and to make 
instead an across-the-board slash, leav­ 
ing it up to the Pentagon and armed 
services committees to decide which 
weapons the cuts would affect 
I^ast summer, Aspin said that “what 
the congressman hears from his const it u 
ent.s 
is a fairly strong signal to cut the 
defense budget but an even more impor­ 
tant one not to eliminate defense jobs” by 
cutting a particular program in which

unions, workers and contractors all have

Soon afterward. Aspin introduced an 
amendment to trim the weapons budget 
by $950 million or about 5 per cent It 
passed the House, 242 to 163 
Rep. Samuel S. Stratton. D-N Y., one of 
the House negotiators, said the Senate 
negotiators refused to accept the Aspin 
amendment. Sen. Stuart Symington. D 
Mo . one of the Senate negotiators, told 
UPI: “ Putting it mildly that's not the 
truth.” 
Symington declined to go into detail but 
other Senate sources said the House 
negotiators simply abandoned the Aspin 
amendment. They said the negotiators 
from both houses went over each weapon 
in the budget, m aking com prom ises 
where the Senate and House had voted

Senate sources said they thought that 
at the end of the weapon by-weapon 
review the negotiators would have to go 
hack and make further cut* to account 
for the Aspin amendment. “ But when the 
point by-point negotiations were over, the 
House said that's it and left.” one Senate 
source said 


Aides to Aspin now 
say they are 
looking at ways to reform the selection of 
negotiators. They noted that none of the 
House negotiators had voted for Aspin s 
amendment 
The conferees should re­

Misassignment Of Teachers 
Blamed For School Troubles

“Many members think ihe moat impor­ 
tant thing a minister must do is end his 
sermon on time ” 


Misassignment of teachers is cited in a 
new state report as one of the causes of 
absenteeism, vandalism, conflict and vio­ 
lence m California high schools 


The report, published this month by the 
state Department of Education, links 
c la s s -c u ttin g , litte rin g , v an d a lism , 
schoolyard gangs, and violent conflicts. 
All, it holds, often result from basic 
dissatisfactions of youngsters with their 
schools 


“ If there is a single indicator of student 
dissatisfaction and unrest,” it says, “ it is 
shown in their refusal to attend classes “ 
It follows that schools with high absentee­ 
ism generally have littered and vandal 
i/ed campuses, schoolyard gangs, and 
students vs 
students and students vs. 
faculty confrontations 


And students are most likely to cut the 
classes of teachers they feel are made 
quate 


“ All schools visited,” says the report, 
prepared by a team headed by Asst 
State Supt Kenneth S. Washington, “ indi­ 
cated that the teacher was viewed by 
students as being their single most im­ 
portant contact with the educational 
process This opinion was strongly rein 
forced by all members of the school 
community, who saw the teacher as a 
critical factor in the degree of conflict 
and violence present on the campus ” 


Because of this, it continues “ It must 
be recognized that as principals are 
selected for certain school communities, 
so should teachers be screened ” 


THIS, HOWEVER, is simpler to recom 
mend than to accomplish 


The teachers unions — National Educa­ 
tion Association and its affiliates and 
American Federation of Teachers and its 
locals — take the position that it is unfair 
and discriminatory to transfer a teacher 
from one school to another without his 
consent Although they have not succeed 
i*d in having provisos against involuntary 
transfer written into many contracts, 
they have accomplished their end by 
winning adoption of district policy 
against such transfers in a great many 
places 


The result is that, not only does the 
teacher have tenure, but often he has 


tenure in a particular job at a particular 
school. 


The importance attached to this by the 
AFT was made plain in a senes of four 
strikes by the United F ederation of 
Teachers, AFTs New York City local, in 
1968. They came about because the neigh­ 
borhood board in Ocean Hill Brownsville 
notified 
19 teachers they were being 
transferred out of that sutedistnct to be 
assigned elsewhere in the New York City 
schools. The board did not fire the 
teachers, it merely transferred them 


UFT called a stnke, which was fol­ 
lowed by three more, spreading through 
out the New York City schools. These 
strikes and an accompanying propaganda 
campaign scuttled an attempt at neigh 
borhood control of New York City 
schools. Whether the scheme would have 
worked is something no one will ever 
know. Its chance was denied because the 
union refused to allow the 19 teachers to 
be transferred — although there was no 
provision against transfer in the union 
contract. 


CHARLES COGEN, former AFT presi­ 
dent, stated that organization s stand on 
teacher transfers in an article he wrote 
for the American School Board Journal in 
1969 


“The true relationship is principally 
one of employer (the board' plus its 
managerial executive (the superintend 
ent) in an opposite position to the employ­ 
ees (the teachers! , . . The employer 
wants to control teacher assignments and 
transfers, while the teachers stress sen­ 
iority rights ” 


“ Improved transfer policy” is typicallj 
cited by NEA affiliates as a bargaimnj 
aim What is meant by “ improved trans 
fer policy” is a policy under which I 
teacher cannot he transferred without hu 
consent and the consent of the union 
Since the dominant teacher organiza 
turns take this hard line against trans 
fers. screening teachers to fit them to th 
sc hools where they can function best ma; 
te little more than a dream. 
The price for thus placing teachers 
rights — as insisted upon by their union 
— above the needs of the students ma 
te, as the state report suggests, contmi 
ing and increasing trouble at alread 
troubled high schools

Tears, anger and warm feel­ 
ings are part of group conver­ 
sation between m others and 
th eir teen age daughters at 
therapy sessions conducted by 
fam ily 
co u n selo r 
S hirley 
LeGant and her 15-year-old 
daughter. Laura. 
“ We expect understanding 
between mother and daughter, 
but the girl has got to break 
away. It feels terrible,” ex­ 
plained Mrs. LeGant. 
B ecause she believes that 
conversation between a mother 
and her teen-age daughter is 
essential to the growth process 
for both, she began therapy 
groups at the Southern Mann 
Community Mental Health Cen­ 
ter. The ongoing groups are 
part of the center's outreach 
program. Mrs. LeGant has oth­ 
er groups in vanous locations 
including the family room of 
her home in Terra Linda. 
Sitting cross-legged agamst 
oversized pillows on the family 
room rug on a recent Saturday 
afternoon, blue-jeaned. barefoot 
girls rapped with their mothers 
as Mrs. LeGant encouraged 
them 
with 
cues 
such 
as, 
“ Where are you at today?'' 
ALREADY ACQUAINTED 
with one another’s domestic sit­ 
uations, 
the 
m others 
and 
daughters picked up quickly 
from where they had left off the 
previous session. 
Mother: “ My daughter is in a 
bad mood She is not letting me 
in on what is going on in her 
mind. She gives that look and 
stares up into space.” 
Counselor: “ She is shutting 
you out,” 
Mother: “ It makes me feel 
bad ” 
Daughter: “ I have nothing to 
talk about. I am not mad at 
you. 
Counselor: 
i t is kind of an 
act.” 
Another teen-ager: “ It is an 
act. It is protection." 
Daughter: “ I did not want to 
come here.” 
Counselor “ The word pain is 
going through my awareness. I 


am picturing a young girl bem^ 
screamed at by her father ." 
Mother: “ When her father 
screams it brings back my own 
memories of being screamed at 
by my father. A sinking feeling 
of being rejected and not 
loved.” 
Counselor (placing a pillow 
before the motheri: “ Put your 
father on the pillow and express 
your feelings.” 
Mother: "Dad, I do not want- 
to be screamed at. I want you 
to understand my feelings 
count.” 
Then Mrs. LeGant asked her 
own daughter to play the part 
of the reticent teen-ager and 
speak to the angry father 
Counselor to mother 
“ Now 
play your husband talking to 
his daughter. ” 
Mother: “ I understand, but 
right now you are not acting 
like a young lady should. You 
are going to be punished.” 
(Tears ) 
DAUGHTER: i t freaks me 
out when you cry . I felt angry 
when you cried ” 
Then Mrs. LeGant got the 
reticent teen-ager to express 
her feelings by asking her to 
comment on Laura's portrayal. 
“ Was that how you felt°" she 
asked. 
When a girl refuses to ex­ 
press her feelings, saying she 
does not want to be there, it is a 
face saving device, according 
to the counselor. 
“ If she said she wanted to 
come, it w’ould be admitting she 
was too close to her m other.” 
she said. A teen-ager swings 
one way from wanting to be 
close and dependent then gets 
scared and swings the other 
way, she said 
When a mother wants to join 
a therapy group and her daugh­ 
ter refuses, the counselor sug­ 
gests that she say, “ I have 
problem s with my feelings 
Come with me to work with my 
problems." 
The purpose of the motber- 
daughter talks is to help both 
open their feelings and experi­ 
ences so they can grow, rather 


than try not to feel the feelings 
they have. 
This means that this period in 
family life is not always going 
to be pleasant. The purpose is 
not to m ake everyone feel 
good; that cannot be at this 
time. It is essential that the 
teen age daughter emancipate 
herself from both parents. The 
mother must let go, she said 
“Sometimes this feels like 
they do not like each other, so 
we try to help them acknowl­ 
edge that they are feeling like 
this; to hear that and be able to 
live with it,” she said 
ANOTHER PART of adoles­ 
cence that can cause difficulty 
is when the daughter begins to 
have her own mature experi­ 
ences This triggers the moth­ 
er * own unresolved feelings 
about how she looks, some of 
the hurts she has experienced 
and whether she has been suc­ 
cessful in her life. 
When daughter begins to 
share some of her pain about 
being rejected by a boy she 
likes or an unpleasant experi­ 
ence at school, it triggers moth­ 
e r’s own memories. If mother 
has not dealt with her own 
feelings of pain, she may shut 
daughter off because she can­ 
not handle it. 
So Mrs. LeGant tries to help 
the mother deal with her own 
pain left over from her young 
years and learn to leave room 
for her daughter to share pam. 
Her purpose working with 
people is to help them get in 
touch with their own feelings 
and learn to honor them with­ 
out fear "That has been a long, 
hard process for myself," said 
Mrs. LeGant who had to strug­ 
gle to fit into nurse's training 25 
years ago. 
She received her RN degree 
from San Bernadino County 
Hospital School of Nursing in 
1954 /After the birth of Laura 
and a divorce, she earned a 
m aster’s degree in psychiatric 
nursing in 1964 
She worked as a probation 
officer at the Family Rehabili­ 
tation Center in Lucas Valley 


from 1965 to 1967 Her work was 
with the teen-ager in the center, 
with his family and with him in 
a group setting at juvenile hall. 
L ater she taught at U.C. 
School of Nursing’s graduate 
program and then in the basic 
nursing program at San Fran­ 
cisco State College 
"In 1968, when there was all 
the ruckus on SFSC campus, I 
found young people full of ener­ 
gy and vitality and felt, howev­ 
er, that the institution was de­ 
signed to cu rtail individual 
expression of that vitality and 
was limiting to growth. And I 
left," she said 
Next she was a clinical nurse 
specialist at San F rancisco 
Community Mental Health Pro­ 
gram ’s Mission Center, where 
she gave direct treatm ent to 
individuals and families, super­ 
vised other nursing staff and 
coordinated the day care pro­ 
gram. 
DURING THIS period, Mrs. 
LeGant took a comprehensive 
course in family therapy from 
Fam ily T herapy Institute in 
San Rafael "which has been of 
great value to me personally 
and professionally.” she said 
She had remarried and was 
expecting a baby, so, wishing to 
work closer to home, she be­ 
came director of family serv­ 
ices at Catholic Social Services 
in Marin until her son was born 
on Christmas eve, 1972. 
Her husband Leon LeGant is 
a para-professional counselor at 
Center Point Residential Drug 
Treatment Program in San Ra­ 
fael. 
Mrs. LeGant has now limited 
herself to private counseling 
concerning m arriage, fam ily 
and children She plans to start 
another mother-daughter thera 
py group at Southern Mann 
Community Mental Health Cen­ 
ter in January 
"I would like also to work 
with well families to help them 
take a look at where they are, 
have family check ups and in­ 
crease their enjoyment in an 
already well-functioning farm- 
lv," said the counselor.

LAST WEEKEND I engaged 
in some of the most pleasurable 
gluttony imaginable. It added 
five pounds and l»rd knows 
how many inches, but it was so 
delicious that I enjoyed every 
forkful and laughed over my 
German beer at the good doc­ 
tors trying to get rich over 
Americans' loathing of excess 
lard 
The recipe is called chouc* 
route garme It is a specialty of 
the Alsatian region of France, 
where the natives take their 
eating seriously. After the thea­ 
ter in Pans, patrons head di­ 
rectly to Alsatian restaurants, 
choucroute on their minds 
Simply, it is garnished sauer 
kraut. What you garnish it with 
is up to you I suggest as many 
varieties of pork as you can fit 
in the pot. Here's a sample: 
Spare nbs, a thick slice of 
ham, loin pork chops, a slab of 
bacon, several different kinds 
of Alsatian and German cook 
ing sausages (I used smoked 
and imsraoked bratwursts' and 
knockwursts. 
Take a deep pot and rub the 
bottom with a tiny bit of lard 
Take two small onions and stick 
them with cloves, and split two 
carrots. Both vegetables go on 
the bottom Now add a layer of 
sauerkraut, at least ooc inch 
thick If you use canned kraut, 
drain it thoroughly and wash it 
several times in cold water. 
Press it UghUy atop the carrots 
and onions and sprinkle with 
half a dozen jumper bernes and 
a dozen coarsely ground pep­ 
percorns 
Now comes the layering of 
the meats Place the sparenbs, 
the pork chops, the ham and 
the sausages lexeept the knock 
wurst) atop the layer of sauer­ 
kraut Then add another layer 
of sau erk rau t, m aking sure 
there is a couple of inches of 
pot at the top. 
FOR EACH pound of sauer­ 
kraut (a large 1 pound 11 ounce 
can will yield about one pound 
of drained kraut> mix 1 cup of 
meat stock, 4 cup of white 
wine and 1 jigger of gui Pour 
the liquid on top, 
Cover with a tight fitting lid 
and place in a slow oven (300- 
degrees) or on top the stove for 
not less than three nor more 
than five hours Do not stir or 
disturb; if it is cooking slowly 
enough, it will not burn The 
end product should have no 
excess liquid 
Test by tasting a thread of

Parents Have Their Say O n 
The New Morality Movement 


DEAR READERS: 
As we indicated yesterday, 
despite the liberal attitude of 
many parents toward the New 
Morality, an impressive num­ 
ber of respondents firmly re­ 
sisted any change in the tradi­ 
tional codes Their arguments: 
“ God’s m oral laws never 
change. We don’t break these 
laws, we break ourselves on 
them, trying to pretend they 
don’t exist any more." 
"Even in this liberated age. 
girls risk a lot in hurt, worry, 
damaged pride . . . too often 
they do it because they don't 
want to be labeled ‘p rude.’ 
Then the boy turns out to be the 
prude and m arries a 
nice 
girl.’ ” 
"Sex before maturity often 
chains sensitive young people to 
an ‘unm arriage’ they no longer 
want, for they feel they've giv­ 
en everything.’

wouldn't buy a cat in a sack 
must think marriage is one big 
bedroom." 
And a distraught m other 
mourned, "What chance do par­ 
ents have when the brainwash­ 
ing mass media implies, ‘No 
more v irg in s!’ — and boys 
clamor to prove it?" 
“ As my daughter reaches 
teen age," wrote a 35-year-old 
father, "I find I am becoming 
more moralistic." 
Men respondents consistently 
pegged the number of under-20- 
year-old virgins at a pessimis­ 
tic "less than five or 10 per 
cent," but were somehow confi­ 
dent their daughters would re­ 
main in that group 
Softer attitudes appeared in 
answers to the question. "If you 
strongly suspected your daugh­ 
ter was having sex with her 
boyfriend and you felt you 
couldn't dissuade her. what 
would you do?” 
Over half the parents said 
they would send such a daugh­ 
ter to their family doctors for 
birth control devices, and an 
additional 25 per cent chose the 
Planned Parenthood C enter 
route. 
" I’d make sure she knows 
Planned Parenthood will outfit 
teen agers without alerting par­ 
ents," wTOte a California moth 
er, "but I wouldn’t confront my 


d a u g h te r w ith something that 
would m a k e us both uncomfort 
able " 
A number of mothers and a 
few 
fathers indicated they 
would be relieved that they 
could now talk to tbeir child on 
an adult basis. Only 13 per cent 
said they would "ground her 
indefinitely, or send her away 
until she came to her senses " 
Several added. "It depends 
on her age." Said a New York 
er 
“Thirteen? Fourteen? I'd 
blow my top Sixteen? I’d cry a 
little and give in. Eighteen** I’d 
figure she has already taken 
precautions and say nothing " 
Sixty-five per cent of all par­ 
ents said they would not 0 6tra 
cize children in a live-together 
arrangement, but one added. 
“ Must they be so dam open 
about it?" 
Over 80 per cent felt they 
could discuss such a move with 
their young, but when asked. 
“ If your child seem ed con­ 
cerned, could you talk to him 
about an affair you were hav­ 
ing’’" almost half said. "No." 
Only one-third of the parents 


119 per cent of the under-40- 
year-oids rising to 47 per cent 
among those over 50) indicated 
they would feel disgraced if 
their daughters got pregnant, 
but many qualified with. "No — 
disappointed," and one wrote. 
" I’d be incensed at her stupidi­ 
ty ■" 
Three fourths felt, perhaps 
unrvalistically, that their chil­ 
dren would tell them if they 
contracted VD, were involved 
in abortion or rape. Only 203 
families (around 7 per cent of 
survey participants) reported 
unwed pregnancies. Of these. 78 
girts had abortions, 99 kept 
their babies, and 26 gave them 
out for adoption

TTilrd of five articles 
The greatest difference be 
tween Independent-Journal sur­ 
vey respondents and parents in 
other states came in their ac­ 
ceptance of the New Morality

worries after rebellion (the big­ 
gest local hassle), noncommuni­ 
cation, and drug abuse. Moreo­ 
ver, 78 per cent revealed their 
viewpoints on premarital sex 
had relaxed in recent years, 
nearly double the 43 per cent 
change reported across the 
country. 
17 WAS a San Rafael mother 
who wrote, "My daughters. 14 
and 16, have been fitted with 
IUD’s." But parents were more 
apt to say: 


" I ’ve come to the conclusion 
that premarital sex with re­ 
sponsibility is better than a too- 
early m arnage, divorce, and 
perhaps a houseful of fatherless 
children." 


“ The world has changed. 
Maybe kids should get their 
m istakes over with before 


they’re married and stuck with 
them." 
‘ After working with Planned 
Parenthood, I’m more knowl­ 
edgeable and less shocked " 
“This whole business of vir­ 
ginity vs. non-virginity is ridic­ 
ulous (unless you’re very reli­ 
g i o u s ) .

daughter be determined to em ­ 
bark on a sexual excursion, 
most Marinites agreed with oth 
er parents that they would send 
her to a family doctor or 
Planned Parenthood A ssocia­ 
tion for birth control assistance, 
but some 15 per cent also 
checked the option. " I’d feel 
relieved that I could talk to her 
on an adult basis." 
A Fairfax mother wrote, " I ’d 
ignore the situation 
If she’s 
planning sex with her boyfriend 


she's grown-up enough to know 
about precautions." (Sadly, this 
isn't always the case.) 
As with other Californians, 
fewer Marin dwellers said they 
would feel disgraced if an un­ 
married daughter became preg­ 
nant. The majority of those 
whose children had already ex­ 
perienced unwed pregnancy in­ 
dicated the baby had been kept 
by the girl or her family.

Of all the peculiar ways peo­ 
ple have found to keep ahead of 
the Joneses, glorification of a 
humble soup-serving bowl is 
among the strangest But for a 
while in the 18th century an 
ostentatiously valuable or gar- 
islily bizarre soup tureen was a 
status sy mbol of the first rank 
London's Victoria and Albert 
Museum has proved the point 
with an exhibit of part of the 
Campbell Soup Co.’s astonish­ 
ing collection of tureens 
There are tureens shaped like 
rabbits, or chickens, or cab­ 
bages with a frog on top, or a 
b o ar’s head with thrusting 
tusks There are silver tureens 
by the most famous silvers­ 
miths of all times and an ear­ 
thenware one from 
Portugal 
shaped like a wooden barrel 
filled with fish 
Most of these great covered 
bowls originally had matching 
trays, many of which have been 
lost or broken in two centuries 
of uncaring use But the Camp­ 
bell company viewed tureens 
alone as objects dear to its 
corporate heart and collected 
them in seven intensive years 
of scouring Europe and the 
United States 
There are porcelain tureens 
from China and Chelsea, from 
Meissen and Montpelier. There 
are pewter tureens and Mexi­ 
can silver tureens and Swedish 
faience tureens until the mind 
boggles

Rose Is National League's MVP; Stargell Is Glum

NEW YORK (UPI) - Pete 
Rose was named the Most Valu­ 
able Player in the National 
league today and he was jump­ 
ing for joy, but Willie Stargell 
was just jumping mad and won­ 
dering what he had to do to 
win. 


‘i'm the happiest guy in the 
world.-’ said Rose, the peppery 
captain of the Cincinnati Reds 
who batted .338 to win his third 
batting title 


“ It's really great because it 
was a letdown not to win the 
playoffs and get into the World 
Series,” he added 
“This picks 
me up and helps me through 


the winter. I can’t wait to get 
started playing baseball again 
next spring." 


Pittsburgh’s Stargell, the ma­ 
jor league home run (44) and 
RBI (119) leader, was frustrated 
in the MVP vote for the second 
time in three seasons and said 
he had "built up a callous" to 
it. But. added Stargell 


"I had planned I wasn’t gon 
na be stunned, but there was a 
reaction —I'd be lying if 1 said 
there wasn’t This was my best 
year. 


"I know Pete's the kind of 
guy that people like," added 
Stargell. "He’s easy to like the 


way he plays. But there are 
other players who are deserv­ 
ing." 
It was the closest MVP vote 
in the NL since 1969. 
Rose was named first on 12, 
second on 10 and third on two of 
the 24 ballots cast by a panel of 
the Baseball Writers Associa 
tion of America —two voters in 
each NL city. He had 274 points 
in the voting to 250 for Stargell. 
who received 10 firsts and 7 
seconds but was named as low 
as eighth place on one ballot, 
cast by Bill Conlin of the Phila­ 
delphia Daily News. 
Bobby Bonds (39 homers. 96 
RBIs) of San Francisco and 


Rose's teammate, Joe Morgan 
(.290 average, 67 stolen bases) 
who split the remaining two 
first place votes, placed third 
and fourth, respectively. Mike 


Marshall, Montreal’s super re­ 
liever, was fifth. 
The highest placed among the 
New York Mets, who beat Cin­ 
cinnati in a five-game playoff 


for the ppnnant, was Cy Young- 
Award winning pitcher Tom 
Seaver. who was eighth. 
"I was jumping up and down 
when I found out about it,” said 
Rose, who set a Cincinnati club 
record with 230 hits in 1973. 
‘‘It’s the greatest individual 
honor I've ever received. 
"I was hoping I would get it, 
but I was afraid that I would 
keep thinking about it and then 
be in for a big letdown I knew 
Stargell and Bonds had had 
great years, so I just tried to 
keep it out of my mind the past 
two or three weeks 
Rose, an 11-year veteran who 
passed the 2.000-hit mark this 


season, said he believed he 
‘‘really grew up this year.” 
"I know that sounds funny 
after 11 years in baseball, but I 
grew up,” he said 
“ I’d call 
myself a grown-up who plays 
like a kid I tried not to be a 
selfish player. I was captain 
and I tried to make my team 
better. I learned you can’t be a 
team leader by hanging around 
the same guys all the time so I 
tried to be good friends with 
everybody on the team. We 
didn't have any cliques on this 
team ” 
"Two years ago was the let­ 
down. I said to myself that 
would be the last time I’d gear 


myself for it so the impact isn't 
as hard,” said Stargell, who 
finished second to Joe Torre in 
1971 after hitting 48 homers and 
leading Pittsburgh to the pen- 
nant. 
But, he added. “ 1 knew when 
the season was over that I 
wasn’t gonna win it. There s a 
lot of things that can be said, 
but it's nothing but talk, noth­ 
ing ever comes out of it." 
"Awards are fine, but if it’s 
done on a political basis, I don’t 
want any part of it. I don t 
know what goes into it. They 
should let the fans know just 
how does one player qualify as 
most valuable player

On Thanksgiving Day 


A Big Win NORTH COAST SECTION MEET 


For Hot 


Warriors 
Visiting East Say Runners Win 


Blame it on the energy crisis or blame it on the 
weather, what promises to be a whale of a football 
game Friday night has been neatly taken out of 
San Rafael and switched to Santa Rosa. 
The game — Top of the Bay Bowl between 
Novato and Petaluma high schools — will be 
played on Santa Rosa Junior College's Bailey 
Field rather than at San Rafael High as originally 
planned. 
Main reason it was switched was because of the 
San Rafael Board of Education’s decision to do its 
share in the energy crisis. Donald Leisey, board 
superintendent, last week informed San Marin 
Principal Henry J. Moroski, chairman of the Top 
of the Bay Bowl committee, there could be no 
night game on San Rafael’s field. The game was 
welcome on the San Rafael field, said Leisey, if it 
was switched to daytime. 
COMMITTEE MEMBERS took one look at the 
San Rafael playing surface, ankle deep in mud. 
and switched their thoughts to Santa Rosa Appar­ 
ently the energy crisis is not as severe in Santa 
Rosa and the committee gained approval to hold 
the game there, under the lights. 
Moroski said both factors, the unavailability of 
lights in Mann County and the better condition of 
the Santa Rosa playing field, led to the commit­ 
tee’s decision to switch the game. 
Last year’s first Top of the Bay Bowl, a 7-7 tie 
between Terra Linda and Petaluma, was played 
at Bailey Field and drew perhaps 2.000 in a 
stadium which holds between 3,000 and 5,000. It 
was a game switch then, too, because the playing 
condition of the field was much better than the 
field at Napa High where the game was originally 
scheduled 
BECAUSE THE DRIVE from Marin County 
points to Bailey Field is anywhere from 45 
minutes to more than an hour, many potential 
spectators feel the game is not worth the long 
drive and stay home. And now with the fuel 
shortage, the number of traveling fans will be 
even smaller, so the attendance at the game 
might not even reach 2,000. 
It will be a shame if the game does not attract a 
near sellout, since it pits two champion teams. 
Petaluma is the undefeated champ of the North 
Bay League and Novato is co-champ of the Marin 
County Athletic League. The Hornets tied with 
Redwood at 5-1, but beat Redwood. 12-0, in their 
league meeting to earn the bowl berth 
Actually, the problem of night lights should not 
have come about. The ideal time to stage such a 
playoff game as this would be on Thanksgiving 
morning, say 10 or 11 a.m. That way prep football 
followers would be able to see the game and still 
get home in time for a big Thanksgiving dinner. 
I KNOW SOMEONE ELSE who would see the 
logic of having the Top of the Bay Bowl become 
an annual Thanksgiving Day game. That someone 
else is Bob Troppmann, Redwood High School 
physical education teacher who is game director 
for Friday’s game. 
Tropp was head football coach for Redwood in 
1962 and can remember vividly the huge standing 
room only crowd which pushed and shoved its way 
into the old College of Marin facilities on Thanks­ 
giving morning to watch Redwood defeat Tamal- 
pais for the MCAL championship That Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day game was such a huge success it has 
always surprised me that another game of some 
type has not been on the local Thanksgiving 
schedule. 
Perhaps the bowl committeemen will consider 
such a change for next year’s game. But for now, 
they’ll be using some of Santa Rosa’s electrical 
energy to play the game Friday night, the day 
after Thanksgiving

Tips About The 
Auxiliary Motor 


You’ll see many an outboard boat with a 135 
horsepower power plant on the stem, and a five 
h p. kicker neatly tucked away under the foredeck 
in case of an emergency. I can’t think of a boat 
that the small outboard won’t bring home safely if 
the main engine fails. 
— 
---------------- 
It sounds like a pood idea 
until you try the small motor on 
a boat that has a high transom 
designed tor a big motor with 
an extra long shaft, or on a 
boat that has an inboard engine 
or a stem drive unit 
None of these is designed to 
take the short shaft low power 
outboard which is cheap and 
easy to acquire But there is a 
solution. 
It's a bracket that is inexpen 
sive. easy to make and remova 
bio 
The bracket can be fastened 
to the transom of a boat in any 
number of ways. Its only re 
quirements are that it hold the 
light motor low enough to keep 
the prop in the water and that it 
allow the motor to be accessible 
enough so that it can be start­ 
ed 
There is a growing trend now. 
especially with boaters who like 
to troll, to keep a small motor 
permanently on the boat When 
the big motor is in use. the little 
one can be tilted out of the way 
and for trolling — vice versa! 
The advantage to this is that 
the small motor, say a 3l: or 
five h p consumes a lot less 
fuel pushing a boat at a trolling 
speed of two to four miles per 
hour than a 75 or 106 h p motor 
takes throttled away down. 
AJso. at very low speeds, a 
big motor is likely to foul the 
sparkplugs if run for any length 
of time. 
It is difficult to give dimen 
sions for a motor mounting 
bracket because the size and 
mounting will \ar> for each 
boat But it must be fastened

securely and designed so that it 
does not put an extra strain or, 
the transom of the boat. 
Many are readily avadable at 
marine dealers, and unless 
your boat is difficult to fit. it's 
probabiy just about as cheap to 
buy one as to get the materials 
and make one yourself 


Don't worry that the small 
motor must he mounted off 
center You'll find it will propel 
the boat just as well. and. 
anyway, the ultimate in effi 
ciency is not a consideration 
with the small motor It can he 
kept out of the way so that the 
big power plant can reach the 
peak of its efficiency Then you 
can get to your trolling ground 
in a hurry 


The extra motor for a boat 
has intrigued many boatmen as 
these questions indicate 


Q. Can you buy ao outboard 


motor bracket for a small 
sailboat? 
A. There are several brands 
designed for sailboats of all 
sizes. Check with your nearest 
marine dealer They make an 
outboard into a very eeonomi 
cal auxiliary engine 


Q. How can I he sure the 


small motor I get will always 
start? 
A. That is an important quos 
tion An emergency motor that 
won’t start is useless Trade in 
your old one on a new small 
motor with the new electronic 
ignition, and keep it well serv­ 
iced The new ignition will start 
an engine under previously im 
possible conditions of dan.p 
ness, and plug fouling

Mrs. ( handler Burgess, 
whose favorite poem is the 
“ Psalm of Life,” celebrated her 
100th birthday this week in the 
stately mansion in Southern 
Mann built by her second hus­ 
band. a wealthy lumberman. 
She now shares the home, in 
which she has lived 43 years, 
with her daughter and son from 
her first marriage, Mrs. Amzell 
Collings and Haughton C. Bick- 
erton, who were busy with de­ 
tails for her birthday celebra­ 
tion that would be held in the 
long, formal dining room with 
its crystal chandelier. 
Surrounded by fading photo­

when the vehicle left Mexico 
City and that one of the passen 
gers had relieved him at the

D-Penacillamine Is Helpful 
In Rheumatoid Arthritis Cases 


D penicillamine was given to 30 victims of 
acute, severe rheumatoid arthritis with suc­ 
cessful results It should not be confused with 
the antibiotic, penicillin, even though it is 
made and gets its name from penicillin 
Penicillamine is well absorbed in the stom­ 
ach and intestines Until recently, it was best 
known for its ability to combine with copper, 
lead, and prohably mercury, to make them 
harmless Chelation, as this process is called, 
is helpful in treating metal poisoning

replace our other arthritis med

Clean Air 
Bill Price 
Back Home 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
cost of cleaning up the nation's 
air has finally come back to 
roost where it all started, and 
the result is that members of 
Congress, the Supreme Court 
and even White House employ­ 
ees may lose their free parking 
places 
The end of free government 
parking in the nation's capital 
is part of a clean air transpor­ 
tation control plan ordered by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency yesterday. Sim ilar 
plans have already been hand 
ed down for other major urban 
areas across the nation, but the 
Washington scheme may have 
special impact in a city where 
privilege is almost as important 
as pay. 
There has already been a hint 
of possible court action against 
the plan from City Council 
Chairman John Nevius, who 
said it discriminates against 
the downtown Washington busi 
ness district, while leaving the 
suburbs untouched 
Beginning in 1975, when there 
is supposed to be some new 
subw ay service, all government 
lots and any private company 
now providing free parking for 
its workers will, under the EPA 
plan, have to start charging 
commercial rates, which now 
run about $2 a day. There will 
also be a surcharge, building up 
to an additional 12 a day by 
1977, to further discourage car 
commuting 
Robert L. Sansom, an assist­ 
ant EPA administrator, was 
asked at a news conference if 
the plan included lots around 
the House and Senate, where 
the Clean Air Act of 1970 origi­ 
nated He said it did and was 
meant to extend inside the 
White House fence as well and 
to the courts 
Whether Congress will try to 
exempt itself from the fee was 
not known In the past it has 
voted privileges for itself such 
as freedom from paying Dis­ 
trict of Columbia income taxes

Rehiring 
Bid Is Lost 


Microbiologist Joseph A. Valu 
yesterday lost his bid for rein­ 
statement in the Marin County 
public health laboratory.

Valu s attorney, Edward Ly­ 
man, was chided by commis­ 
sion chairman Ben A. Farlatti 
for saying. “ I thought we could 
get a fair hearing from the 
commission," at the conclusion 
of the proceedings. Farlatti as­

the job The Taft bill would give 
Jaworski congressional approv­ 
al 
The other bill, introduced by

and Birch Bayh. D-Ind . would 
have a three judge panel of the 
U.S. District Court appoint a 
prosecutor and have sole power 
to remove him The House Judi­ 
ciary Committee has sent a 
nearly identical bill to the 
House floor for a vote next 
week

told newsmen “the com­ 
mittee was equally divided on 
the two approaches” and decid­ 
ed to send both to the floor for 
action the week of Dec

because otherw ise “ no bill 
would have been reported out.” 
The Taft bill would require 
the attorney general, if he 
wanted to remove the prosecu­ 
tor. to suspend him for 30 days 
and within that penod each 
house of Congress would have 
to vote to veto the dismissal. 
Without congressional action, 
the prosecutor could be dis 
missed after 30 days, but the 
bill provides for speedy court 
action if the prosecutor ap­

Petalum a’s Development Al­ 
lotm ent Board gave higher 
scores to proposed develop­ 
ments for the east side in re­ 
sults tabulated today. 
The 17-member citizen board 
reviewed applications for 1,800 
living units and rated them on a 
point system to decide which 
should be built under the build ­ 
ing limitation of 500 units per 
year 
D evelopm ents were graded 
on two criteria. D evelopers 
must have received at least 2ft 
points on the availability of 
public facilities such as schools, 
streets and sewers before plans 
could be seriously considered. 
D evelopm ents receiving the 
minim um rating were also 
graded on the second criteria of 
general amenities and design 
concepts 
Heading the list in point to­ 
tals were two projects on the 
east side by Qantas Develop­ 
ment Corp 
The projects in­ 
clude a 100-home subdivision 
and a 100-unit apartment com­ 
plex behind the W ashington 
Square shopping center. 
U.S. Equities rated third with 
plans for 51 additional apart 
ment units at Sun Terrace Park 
on East Washington Street at 
Ely Road 
Unless votes are changed 
dunng the appeal process, the 
three developments will be al­ 
lotted permission to build the 
prescribed 250 east side units 
dunng 1974-75. 
On the west side, only three 
of the five proposed develop­ 
ments were rated as meeting 
entena for public facilities 
Cam ille E nterprises scored 
highest for West side develop­ 
ment with plans for 23 addition­ 
al apartment units on Keokuk 
Street 
McKeon Construction scored 
second with plans for 33 single 
homes on Magnolia Avenue ad 
jacent to Cypress Hill Memorial 
Park The other west side de­ 
veloper to qualify was Winter- 
halder and Baker Co with its 
application for 32 homes on 
Sunnyslopc Avenue Extension 
at I Street 
Walter Kieckhefer Co. of No­ 
vato was the only applicant to 
build in the central section of 
Petaluma and received enough 
points to build 100 apartment 
units.

Weekend Gas Station 
Closings Still Studied 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Roy 
Ash. director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, said 
today P resident Nixon had 
ruled out a ban on Sunday 
driving to meet the energy cri­ 
sis, but closing gas stations on 
weekends still was being con­ 
sidered 


Ash. emerging from a meet­ 
ing with Nixon to discuss the 
energy problem, said the Presi­ 
dent had a number of options 
for dealing with the m atter and 
would announce a program “ in 
the relatively near future.” 


M eanwhile, at his regular 
weekly briefing. Cost of Living 
Council Director John T. Dun­ 
lop indicated that prices of gas­ 
oline and other derivatives of 
oil would be allowed to rise 
slightly, but Dunlop said con­ 
trols would remain on the in­ 
dustry' until at least February, 
1975. 


Ash’s comments came as ad­ 
m in is tra tio n o ffic ia ls w ere 
spreading the word on the ener­ 
gy problems facing the country. 
Among the statem ents: 


Interior Secretary Rogers C. 
B Morton said the nation may 
be facing a winter of electricity 
“ brownouts” in order to con­ 
serve fuel 


Undersecretary of State Wil­ 
liam J. Porter said in Bowling 
Green, Ky., that if the Arab 
nations persist in their oil em ­ 
bargo, the United States may 
have to retaliate by limiting 
products exported to those 
count nes 


John A S. McGlennon. region­ 
al E nvironm ental Protection 
Agency administrator, said in 
Boston the New England fuel 
oil situation shows an estimated 
shortage of 40 to 50 per cent 
this winter. 
John Love, presidential ener­

Indians Promise 
Pipeline Fight 


Tl'CSON Artz (UPI) - Indi- 
ans will take up arms if neces­

“There are many other mea­ 
sures that can be put in effect, 
and if successful, make ration­ 
ing unnecessary,” Ash said He 
said Nixon had the authority 
under the Economic Stabiliza­ 
tion Act to order service sta­ 
tions closed and would not have 
to wait until emergency energy 
legislation passed Congress 
He ruled out, however, a ban 
on Sunday driving as a mea­ 
sure which would cause wide­ 
spread hardships and greater 
damage to the economy. 
Morton told a group of report­ 
ers at an Intenor Department 
breakfast today that the gaso­ 
line shortage is less critical at 
this time than the shortage of 
fuel and heating oils 
“ We may be in the brownout 
business this winter,” Morton 
said, predicting utilities may 
have to reduce voltage to con­ 
serve energy, especially along 
the Northeast Corridor where 
fuel oil is particularly short. 


Eric Zaussner, deputy assist­ 
ant secretary for energy and 
minerals, said the department 
was looking into the possibili­ 
ties of utilities using “ rolling 
blackouts” to reduce fuel con­ 
sumption. 


He said this technique would 
involve cutting power off com­ 
pletely to different areas for 
short periods of time, then cut­ 
ting it off in other areas at 
other times. 


M orton’s com m ents were 
similar to his statement to the 
Republican Governors Associa­ 
tion yesterday when he said the 
White House was studying a 
variety of proposals but proba­ 
bly would not announce any 
decision until next week.
